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THE  CHALLENGE  OF  1932-33

Quick  now,  every  one  of  you,  answer 
me  this.  What  word  does  The  Challenge 
of  1932-33  suggest  to  you?  Yes,  I thought 
so,  the  word  is  “Depression,”  and  that 
was  its  first  suggestion  to  me. 

You  remind  me  of  a story  told  by  one 
of  my  Pittsburgh  friends,  about  two 
down-and-outers,  who  had  been  housed  by 
the  Helping  Hand  Society ; fed  by  the 
Salvation  Army  ; ministered  to  by  various 
organizations,  and  generally  in  better  cir- 
cumstances than  they  had  been  for  some 
years.  Said  one  to  the  other,  “How  long 
do  you  reckon  this  depression  is  going 
to  last?”  Said  the  other  one,  “What  do 
you  mean,  Depression?”  4nd  so  I ask 
you,  what  do  you  mean  depression?  Let 


us  look  at  some  of  the  things  that  may 
be  real  assets. 

For  the  material  of  this  talk  I am 
indebted  to  various  numbers  of  the 
Library  Journal,  notably  the  articles  by 
Jessie  Welles  of  Toledo,  Carl  B.  Roden 
of  Chicago,  F.  L.  D.  Goodrich,  Librarian 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  William  E. 
Marcus,  Trustee  of  Montclair,  New  Jer- 
sey Public  Library,  and  the  ubiquitous 
and  invaluable  Wilson  Bulletin. 

It  is  a bit  difficult  for  us  with  finite 
horizons  and  limited  life  spans  to  take 
an  historical  or  an  astronomical  view  of 
matters  so  close  as  to  allow  us  little  or 
no  perspective.  Perhaps  if  we  try  to  re- 
tire to  Mars  for  a few  minutes,  or  imag- 
ine we  are  living  in  1950,  it  will  help  us. 
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The  library  is  a permanent  institution. 
While  our  administration  will  pass,  so 
too  will  the  present  economic  inclemency. 
Each  proposed  item  of  economy  should 
be  well  considered  in  its  effects  upon  the 
future  of  the  library.  Let  us  consider 
the  rights,  wishes  and  mind  of  each  con- 
stituency. Let  us  remember  that  during 
the  century  and  a half  which  this  nation 
has  been  in  existence,  there  have  been 
twenty  well  defined  periods  of  serious 
depression.  Each  one  of  our  three  Great 
Wars  has  been  followed  by  a depression. 
These  facts  show  the  need  of  a national 
plan  that  will  anticipate  these  cycles  and 
so  far  as  maybe,  prevent  the  terrible 
losses  incident  to  them. 

The  library,  yours  and  mine  and  all 
the  others,  is  affected  by  this  in  two 
major  ways. 

First.  It  has  had  its  work  increased 
by  from  15%  to  50%.  Many  people  are 
reading  who  never  read  before.  They 
have  more  leisure  and  less  money  to  spend 
for  amusements.  Many  are  being  taught 
to  use  their  increased  leasure  in  ways 
that  are  thrifty,  pleasant,  profitable,  cul- 
tural. Some  are  literally  reading  for 
their  lives  and  learning  to  make  gardens, 
raise  poultry  and  rabbits.  Some  are  pre- 
paring for  college  or  for  degrees  or  better 
positions  when  such  positions  shall  be 
open.  Increased  high  school  enrollment, 
due  to  lack  of  positions  for  boys  and 
girls,  is  another  factor  in  the  added  busi- 
ness of  the  public  library. 

The  second  major  way  in  which  the 
library  is  affected  by  the  present  condi- 
tion is  that  in  most  cases  its  income  has 
been  seriously  decreased.  If  it  is  an 
endowed  library,  its  endowment  brings 
smaller  returns  if  any  at  all.  If  an  ap- 
propriation is  its  means  of  support  it  is 
fortunate  if  its  appropriation  has  not 
been  halved.  If  the  library  is  tax  sup- 
ported, the  collection  of  the  tax  is  not 
so  easy  or  complete  as  formerly  and  the 
income  drops.  This  means  that  in  some 
way  the  budget  must  be  cut  so  as  to  keep 
expenditures  within  the  lowered  income. 
As  vacancies  occur  they  are  not  refilled, 


or  are  filled  by  less  expensive  assistants 
and  by  a shift  of  work.  Everyone  does 
more  work.  I have  wished  a thousand 
times  that  every  business  could  show  the 
increase  that  is  being  experienced  in  the 
library  world. 

Meeting  his  patient  on  the  street,  the 
Doctor  said,  “Sandy,  are  you  following 
my  directions,  three  pills  a day  and  a 
drop  of  whiskey  at  bed  time?”  Said 
Sandy,  “Well,  Doctor,  I might  be  behind 
with  the  pills,  but  I am  six  weeks  ahead 
with  the  whiskey.”  We  might  not  be 
six  weeks  ahead  with  our  work,  but  per- 
haps we  are  six  weeks  or  more  deep  in 
work. 

If  your  library  is  doing  a third  more 
work  than  formerly,  on  a basis  of  100% 
for  the  former  work  and  salary,  you  have 
thereby  taken  a cut  of  25%.  On  the 
other  hand  your  money  will  buy  15% 
more  than  it  would  two  years  ago,  and 
that  is  equivalent  to  a 15%  increase  in 
salary. 

Light,  heat,  library  and  janitor  supplies 
are  items  that  do  not  admit  of  much 
change,  unless  hours  can  be  shortened. 
The  fund  for  books  is  perhaps  the  most 
flexible,  and  yet  so  great  is  the  need  for 
books  that  it  should  not  be  cut  except 
as  a last  resort.  One  possibility  is  the 
placing  of  all  adult  new  fiction  titles  in 
a rental  collection.  If  necessary,  replace- 
ment copies  of  adult  fiction  may  also  be 
included. 

One  plan  for  obtaining  books  is  to  send 
a plea  for  gifts  to  a selected  list  of  book 
buying  people.  The  same  copy  may  be 
used  in  posters  displayed  in  high  schools, 
libraries,  announced  in  the  Women’s 
Clubs  and  otherwise  carried  to  haunts 
of  reading  people.  The  copy  will  be  found 
in  the  Library  Journal  for  February  1, 
1932,  page  115. 

The  binding  item  should  not  be  cut,  as 
in  the  best  of  times  rebinding  is  an  econ- 
omy, and  a book  in  fair  condition,  well 
rebound,  will  as  everyone  knows,  outlast 
a new  copy  of  the  same  book  in  the  pub- 
lisher’s binding. 
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What  can  the  library  do  about  it?  A 
conception  of  a narrowly  professional 
duty  is  not  adequate.  A deep  sense  of 
community  need,  of  the  significance  of 
books  in  meeting  the  need  of  the  time,  a 
long  view  ahead  are  all  necessary.  The 
A.  L.  A.  has  developed  some  splendid 
short  lists  of  books  on  unemployment, 
leisure,  Russia,  international  relations, 
economics  and  other  subjects  on  which 
thoughtful  people  are  asking  for  light. 
Is  your  library  prepared  for  these? 
Please  do  not  say  you  cannot  use  them. 
Check  them  up,  fill  in  what  you  lack  with 
what  you  have,  publish  them  in  your  local 
newspaper,  collect  the  books  and  place 
over  them  the  banner  furnished  by  the 
A.  L.  A.,  “Books  for  Thinking  Amer- 
icans.” The  library  that  I know  best 
published  such  a list,  and  it  proved  to 
have  the  best  pull  of  any  list  published 
for  many  months.  A supplementary  list 
was  later  published.  Not  all  the  books 
on  these  lists  were  new,  but  all  of  them 
were  timely. 

Much  material  may  be  had  free  or  for 
very  little.  The  League  of  Nations  Asso- 
ciation will  on  request  put  you  on  its 
mailing  list.  The  Superintendent  of 
Documents  will  send  you  for  five  cents 
each  a series  of  radio  addresses  on  un- 
employment ; or  possibly  your  representa- 
tive in  Congress  can  get  it  for  you  free. 
Try  him  first.  The  magazines  are  full 
of  material.  The  National  Broadcasting 
Company’s  psychology  and  economics  pro- 
gram from  8 :30-9  :00  Saturday  evenings 
is  sponsored  by  the  National  Advisory 
Council  on  Radio  in  Education,  and  the 
broadcaster  announces  the  fact  that  the 
public  library  can  supply  the  latest  ma- 
terial on  the  subject.  Material  for  this 
can  be  obtained  from  the  University  of 


Chicago  Press.  And  there  is  always  the 
ever  helpful  Wilson  Bulletin.  The  read- 
ing room  does  an  active  good  turn  when 
it  fills  the  leisure  of  some  who  would 
otherwise  aimlessly  tramp  the  streets. 

Let  us  then  professionally  try  to  culti- 
vate the  historical  forward-looking  mind. 
Let  us  not  serve  the  present  moment  of 
emergency  in  such  a way  as  to  cripple 
the  future.  And  personally : Let  us, 
though  our  own  leisure  grow  smaller, 
treasure  some  of  it  for  inviting  our  own 
souls,  for  further  development  of  our  own 
feeling  for  books.  Re-read  Mary  Wright 
Plummer’s  Joys  of  Reading.  Realize  that 
for  us  as  well  as  the  folks  we  try  to 
serve,  a book  may  be  “medicine  for  the 
soul.” 

“How  can  you  live  in  a library? 

Said  a friend  from  afar, 

A dull  public  library 

Where  row  on  row  of  dusty  books 

Are  fingered  over  by  careless  folks? 

Sail  I: 

I do  not  live  in  a gloomy  library  ; 

I live  in  Greece,  where  Plato  wrote. 

I dwell  in  Rome, 

Where  Michelangelo  wrought  in  color, 
form  and  mass  ;

A COMPOSITE  LIST  OF  RECENT  CHILDREN’S  BOOKS 


A call  for  help  in  compiling  a list  of 
recent  children’s  books  for  the  small 
library  was  sent  out  to  a few  Pennsyl- 
vania Librarians  from  the  large,  the  small 


and  the  medium  sized  libraries  in  different 
parts  of  our  state. 

Our  letter  asked  them  to  imagine  that 
they  had  been  given  fifty  dollars  to  spend 
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for  the  best  new  books  for  boys  and  girls, 
and  to  assume  that  they  had  made  no 
additions  to  their  children’s  collections 
since  January,  1930. 

Knowing  how  driven  by  the  pressure 
of  work  all  our  librarians  are,  we  asked 
that  they  each  send  only  four  annotated 
titles,  but  that  these  be  the  first  four 
books  they  would  instantly  think  of  if 
asked  to  suggest  twenty-five  titles  for 
such  a list.  Helen  G.  Betterly,  Children’s 
Librarian,  Osterhout  Free  Library, 
Wilkes-Barre;  Eugenia  Brunot,  Chil- 
dren’s Librarian,  Wylie  Avenue  Branch, 
Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh  ; Mrs. 
Alford  Gauger  (Margaret  Carnegie), 
State  College;  Raye  Hoefnagle,  Chil- 
dren’s Librarian,  Allentown  Free  Li- 
brary; Catharine  M.  Lanning,  Supervisor 
of  Story  Telling,  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia ; Kathrine  II.  McAlarney,  First 
Assistant,  Department  for  Children,  Free 
Library  of  Philadelphia ; Elva  S.  Smith, 
Head  of  Boys’  and  Girls’  Department, 
Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh,  and  Mrs. 
C.  P.  Wolcott,  Librarian  of  the  Hanover 
Public  Library,  generously  responded. 

Only  six  titles  were  duplicated.  The 
Christ  Child , Swift  Rivers,  Treasure  in 
the  Little  Trunk,  Calico  Bush,  and  The 
World  Wc  Live  In  and  How  It  Came  to 
Be  each  received  two  votes,  while  Young 
Fu  of  the  Upper  Yangtze  was  included 
on  three  of  the  lists. 

Miss  Emma  R.  Engle,  Head,  Depart- 
ment for  Children,  Free  Library  of 
Philadelphia,  writes  when  sending  the 
lists,  “The  four  fictional  books  were 
selected  by  Miss  McAlarney,  and  endorsed 
by  Miss  Stewart,  the  Head  of  the  Chil- 
dren’s Room,  who  says  they  are  exactly 
the  books  she  would  select.  Miss  Lanning 
has  naturally  chosen  books  which  she 
has  found  indispensable  in  the  Parent 
and  Teachers’  Room,  but  which  in  a 
small  library  she  would  add  to  the  fairy 
tale  shelf.” 

Miss  Elva  S.  Smith  felt,  and  justly 
so,  that  we  should  have  limited  our  list 
of  new  books  to  1932.  To  make  a limited 
selection  from  the  splendid  juvenile  out- 


put of  the  past  three  years  we  realize  is 
difficult.  Miss  Smith  says  of  her  choice 
that,  “These  happen  to  be  books  that  I 
have  read  for  review  myself  and  three 
of  them  quite  recently — the  reason  per- 
haps why  they  stand  out  in  my  mind.” 

Mrs.  Gauger  says  she  has  sent  really 
the  first  four  titles  which  occurred  to 
her,  and  adds,  “probably  because  the 
children  have  been  reading  them  lately 
as  well  as  because  of  their  appeal  for 
me.  I would  like  to  include  Tirra-Lirra, 
Hitty,  and  Farmer  in  the  Dell,  but  doubt- 
less you  will  receive  enough  votes  for 
them  to  include  them  yourself.” 

Miss  Betterly  writes  that  the  small 
library  would  undoubtedly  vote  against 
her  first  title  because  it  is  in  the  French 
language  and  expensive ; J.  de  Brunhaff’s 
Le  Voyage  de  Babar,  a Conde  Nast  pub- 
lication of  1932,  costing  ,$3.00,  for  sale 
by  Westermann  Company.  “However,” 
she  says,  “I  started  the  list  three  times 
without  mentioning  “Babar”  and  my  con- 
science said — how  can  we  get  anywhere 
with  this  business  if  we  will  not  tell  the 
truth  about  what  children  like.  So  hav- 
ing confessed  that  for  pure  joy  to  the 
children,  “Babar”  leads  all  the  rest  we 
will  substitute,”  and  then  followed  her 
four  titles. 

Mrs.  Wolcott  thinks  it  hard  to  select 
but  four  titles,  and  Miss  Brunot  wished 
the  amount  we  had  to  spend  was  larger 
(we  all  do  these  days)  for  she  would  like 
to  have  included  in  addition  to  her  four 
titles,  Hartman’s  World  Wre  Live  In,  as 
according  to  her  opinion,  “It  is  really 
many  books  in  one.”  And  then  she  does 
add  it  as  a fifth  title,  and  we  are  glad 
she  does.  S.  Y.

SIX  SIGNIFICANT  PUBLISHING 
EVENTS 

Mrs.  May  Lamberton  Becker,  editor, 
author,  critic,  and  lecturer  of  note,  gave 
a probing  psychological  review  of  six 
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significant  publishing  events  of  the  new 
year  before  the  Philadelphia  District 
Meeting  at  Drexel  Institute,  February  15. 

The  Adventures  of  a Black  Girl  in  Her 
Search  for  God  by  George  Bernard 
Shaw ; Ann  Vickers  by  Sinclair  Lewis ; 
Zweig’s  Young  Woman  of  191J/;  The 
Bulpington  of  Blup  by  H.  G.  Wells;  The 
Lovely  Lady  by  D.  H.  Lawrence ; and 
Never  Ask  the  End  by  Isabel  Paterson, 
were  keenly  evaluated  by  Mrs.  Becker 
in  her  inimitable  way. 

In  Shaw’s  novel,  according  to  Mrs. 
Becker’s  interpretation  of  this  allegory, 
we  have  the  portrayal  of  the  dual  nature 
of  the  author.  The  black  girl  is  the 
mystical  nature  or  the  Shaw  of  “St. 
Joan”  and  the  Irishman  who  marries  the 
black  girl  is  Shaw  the  agnostic,  and  the 
iconoclast.  Their  marriage  represents 
the  Shavian  merger  of  mysticism  and 
reason. 

Ann  Vickers  tells  the  story  of  a career 
woman.  “Is  it  a true  book?”  “Yes, 
in  its  details,”  says  Mrs.  Becker,  but 
though  Ann  Vickers  is  brilliant  in  spots 
she  feels  this  novel  does  not  attain  to  the 
eminence  of  Babbit  or  Arrowsmith. 

The  Young  Woman  of  191J/  specifically 
deals  with  the  psychological  changes  in 
the  mind  of  the  average  German  woman 
toward  the  average  German  man,  and 
shows  how  women  in  general  freed  them- 
selves of  the  notion  that  they  were  de- 
pendent upon  men.  Mrs.  Becker  considers 
this  book  a vivid  portrayal  of  women’s 
souls  transformed  by  the  process  of  war. 

The  Bulpington  of  Blup,  a story  of  a 
dreamer,  a man  who  cannot  face  reality, 
is  the  creation  of  a character  which  H.  G. 
Wells  himself  cannot  endure.  In  the  end 
Mr.  Wells  with  unmitigated  hate,  accord- 
ing to  Mrs.  Becker,  punishes  the  man 
who  can  neither  tell  the  truth  nor  recog- 
nize it.  The  end  is  inevitable. 

Mrs.  Becker  spoke  of  the  spreading 
wave  of  revived  interest  in  the  writings 
of  D.  H.  Lawrence  and  briefly  reviewed 
his  posthumous  collection  of  short  stories, 
The  Lovely  Lady. 


The  last  book  reviewed  was  Isabel 
Paterson’s  Never  Ask  the  End.  Mrs. 
Becker  feels  this  novel  will  create  a prece- 
dent in  literary  style  even  as  did  Mrs. 
Galloway  by  Virginia  Woolf.  Never  Ask 
the  End  is  a novel  of  people  in  their 
forties,  a poignant  story  which  reminded 
Mrs.  Becker  of  the  desert  plant  that 
pulls  up  its  own  roots  one  by  one  as 
moisture  fails  it,  and  folds  them  about 
itself.  Even  the  tap  root  finally  is 
wrapped  around  the  body  of  the  plant 
and  the  wind  then  blows  it  where  it  will 
until  it  finds  by  chance  some  oasis,  mois- 
ture again.  One  by  one  then  the  roots 
take  hold,  sink  deep,  and  the  desert  plant 
flowers  again  even  as  a woman's  love. 

Mrs.  Becker  also  called  our  attention 
to  two  books  derived  from  the  depression, 
which  are  well  worth  consideration  : 
Robert  Nathan's  One  More  Spring;  and 
Helen  Hull’s  Hardy  Perennial.  (A  novel 
essentially  for  women.)

The  Summer  Session  Library  School  at 
the  Pennsylvania  State  College  under  the 
joint  auspices  of  the  College,  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Library  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Library  Association,  offers  an  en- 
larged curriculum  for  its  second  annual 
session.  In  addition  to  the  elementary 
work  in  Cataloguing  and  Classification, 
Administration  and  Book  Selection,  and 
Reference  Work,  advanced  courses  will 
be  offered  under  the  following  headings: 
Intermediate  Dictionary  Cataloguing  and 
Subject  Headings,  Intermediate  Ref- 
erence Work  and  Bibliography,  and  Chil- 
dren’s Library  Work  and  Literature. 
The  intermediate  courses  will  supplement 
and  follow  up  the  elementary  work  of 
last  summer  and  of  previous  summer 
library  schools  here  and  elsewhere.  Miss 
Evelyn  Matthews,  Consulting  Librarian 
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of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library,  will 
teach  Elementary  Cataloguing.  Miss 
Susanna  Young,  Extension  Librarian  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Library,  will  give 
Book  Selection.  Miss  Edyth  Miller  of 
the  Wadleigh  High  School  Library,  New 
York  City,  formerly  instructor  at  the 
New  Jersey  Public  Library  Commission 
Summer  School  and  Librarian  of  the 
New  York  Teacher  Training  College,  will 
give  both  Elementary  and  Intermediate 
Reference  Work.  Please  note  that  the 
Elementary  Reference  Work  will  be  ex- 
tended to  a six  weeks  course.  Miss  Helen 
McCracken,  Librarian  of  the  Westing- 
house  High  School,  Pittsburgh,  and  for- 
merly instructor  in  the  Carnegie  Library 
School,  will  give  intermediate  Cata- 
loguing and  Subject  Headings.  Mrs. 
Helen  R.  Godcharles,  formerly  a director 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library  Sum- 
mer School  and  with  years  of  experience 
in  Pennsylvania  libraries,  will  teach 
Administration.  Mrs.  Margaret  Carnegie 
Gauger,  formerly  instructor  in  the  Car- 
negie Library  School,  will  teach  a new 
and  enlarged  course  for  six  weeks  under 
the  heading  Children’s  Library  Work 
and  Literature. 

Registration  for  the  courses  will  be 
limited  to  employed  librarians,  teacher 
librarians  or  those  under  appointment  to 
positions.  The  course  in  Children’s  Li- 
brary Work  and  Literature  will  be  open 
for  any  one.  Courses  for  those  desiring 
college  credit  will  cost  $5.00  per  credit. 
Pennsylvania  library  workers  who  do  not 
desire  college  credit  or  are  ineligible  may 
take  six  credits  for  a special  fee  of  $10.00.

Each 
member  of  the  library  group  is  under- 
taking the  study  of  some  nationality  which 
contributes  to  the  make-up  of  the  com- 
munity. In  order  to  give  time  for  vital 
interest  to  develop,  the  programs  on  racial 
backgrounds  are  planned  to  begin  next 
fall. 

Besides  the  main  subject  of  each  meet- 
ing, five  or  ten  minute  papers  are  given 
on  news  of  the  field  and  reports  of  the 
A.  L.  A.,  P.  L.  A.  and  school  librarians 
conferences.

NEWS  AND  GOSSIP 
Barren  Hill 

The  library  of  Barren  Hill,  of  which 
Miss  Bertha  Staley  has  been  librarian, 
has  been  donated  by  its  sponsors  to  the 
library  which  is  soon  to  he  opened  at 
Plymouth  Meeting,  as  it  is  felt  that  the 
latter  library  can  serve  both  communities. 

During  the  time  the  Barren  Hill  Li- 
brary has  been  in  operation  it  has  given 
good  service  to  the  surrounding  country, 
and  Miss  Staley  has  aroused  much  in- 
terest in  the  reading  of  good  books. 

Hanover 

“The  possession  of  a file,  incomplete 
but  valuable,  of  local  newspapers  dating 
from  1828  and  no  funds  for  binding  them 
forced  the  Hanover  Public  Library  to 
develop  an  inexpensive  plan  for  their 
preservation. 

“First  we  sewed  them  into  volumes, 
using  for  cover  sheets  of  heavy  press 
board  and,  for  the  backs,  wide  double- 
stitched  binder  with  heavy  cloth  covering, 
making  a neat  looking  volume,  easy  to 
handle. 

“A  local  cabinet  maker  carried  out  our 
scheme  for  storing  them.  He  made  a 
series  of  sturdy  boxes  of  wooden  frames 
and  composition  sides,  with  one  hinged  to 
let  down  like  a shelf.  We  placed  these 
boxes  two  deep  (one  above  another)  in 
a well  lighted  gallery.  On  the  bottom 
row,  the  hinged  side  rests  upon  the  floor 
when  opened.  On  the  upper  row,  the 
hinged  side  rests  upon  a light-weight, 
portable  “horse,”  making  a shelf  upon 
which  to  draw  out  the  volumes  for  con- 
sultation. The  boxes  are  stained  to 
match  the  woodwork  of  the  building,  and 
they  present  a very  neat  appearance. 
Their  contents  are  preserved  from  dust, 
light  and  air. 

“We  have  been  complimented  by  re- 
search workers  on  the  accessibility  of 
the  file  and  the  way  it  is  protected.”

Herr  has  contributed  many  valuable  ref- 
erence books  to  the  library,  and  his  advice 
and  friendship  cannot  be  measured. 

The  library  has  suffered  a great  loss 
in  his  death. 

Plymouth  Meeting 

Miss  Inez  Crandle  has  been  appointed 
librarian  of  the  William  Jeanes  Memorial 
Library  of  Plymouth  Meeting.  This  li- 
brary has  been  made  possible  by  a gift 
in  memory  of  William  Jeanes.

Hasid’s  Index  to  Periodicals  and  Book- 
list, 509  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York,  is 
issued  by  the  Jewish  Statistical  Bureau 
and  distributed  by  the  Hasid  Publishing 
Company. 

It  is  the  only  Jewish  bibliographical 
monthly  in  the  English  language,  and  is 
supported  by  the  principal  Jewish  li- 
braries as  well  as  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress and  some  large  public  libraries. 
We  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the  larger 
libraries  of  Pennsylvania  which  might 
find  it  useful.

Elsie  Singmaster’s  Long  Journey  is  out 
of  print.  This  book  should  be  in  every 
Pennsylvania  library,  and  every  Penn- 
sylvania librarian  should  know  about  it. 

Though  it  is  a child’s  book,  it  is  one 
which  is  very  useful  in  introducing  adults 
to  the  story  of  the  coming  of  the  first 
ancestors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Germans 
to  the  Tulpehocken  region — those  first 
thirty  families  and  Conrad  Weiser.  It 
is  to  that  race  what  the  Pilgrim  story 
is  to  the  Yankee.
